The assassin’s name‘is variously given 
as Angelo and Gaetno Bressi. He was 
born in Prato, Novem! “r 10, 1869, and is 
a weaver by trade. He comes from 
America, where he had resided at Pater- 
son, N. J. He says he had no accom- 
plices and that he.committeed the crimc 
because of his hatred af monarchial in- 
stitutions. He reached Monza. J&ly 27th 
from Milan. where he stayed a/few days.

He continues to preserve abso- 
lute indifference and took his meals to- 
day without any sign of being affected 
by his position. A second revolver was 
found on the public stand in the Gymnas- 
tie grounds. 

The room where the embalming in pro- 
ceeding is already filled with flowers. The 
queen herself placed a wreath on the 
bier and knelt and prayed beside the 
body; and, in spite of the entreaties of 
the princes and princesses, she refuses to 
quit the death chamber, which is in 
charge of Count Jurri, the late king’s 
aid de camp. 

The expression of the dead king’s face 
is tranquil and even smiling. The corpse 
was blessed immediately after death. 

Few additional details of the terrible 
tragedy are available. It happened so 
quickly and unexpectedly that the king 
was dead almost before the spectators 
realized what had occurred. 

No special precautions had been taken. 
Very few police were in attendance,- and 
only a small guard of soldiers was keep- 
ing the way clear for the carriages. The 
king, amid the cheers of the crowd, came 
out smiling, accompanied by his aid de 
camp, General Ponzio Baglia. He had en- 
tered the carriage and was just driving 
off when the revolver shots were fired 
in quick succession. Some witnesses 
assert that Bressi was seen just previous- 
ly waving his hand and cheering. The 
first shot wounded the king in the neck; 
the second, the fatal one, pierced his 
heart. and the third broke the arm of 
the already dying sovereign.

General Prinsloo Passes Letters with MacDonald 
and Then Surrenders 5,000 of President 
Kruger’s Warriors. 


London, July 30.—The following official 
telegram has been received from Lord 
Roberts, dated Pretoria, July 29th: 

“On July 26th MacDonald fought a rear 
guard action with the enemy from early 
morning until dark, nine miles outside 
of Nauuwpoort, in the Bethlehem hills, 
resulting in his effectually blocking 
Nauuwpoort Nek to the Boer wagons.

Litfle Incentive for His Activity. 

The fact is that from any standpoint 
there is very little incentive to the ne- 
groes to take part in this election. While 
the populists and republicans are going 
about the state railing at the democratic 
amendment, they are keeping very silent 
about the attitude of the other two par- 
ties toward the negro. Both the repub- 
licans and populists are professing great 
love for the negro voter in this particu- 
lar contingency, but the negro very nat- 
trally thinks, when he looks the field 
over, that if they possess this love they 
have a very poor way of showing it.

Italian Army and Navy Will Swear

Rome. July 3%1.—All the military and 
naval forces throughout the counfry will 
today (Tuesday) take the oath of fidelity 
to the new king. 

All the deputies of the extreme left, 
now in Rome, met together yesterday 
afternoon and adopted a resolution ex- 
pressing abhorrence of the crime. 

The cardinals met at the residence of 
Monsignor Rampolla to discuss the line 
of conduct to be folléwed in connection 
with the obsequies. 

Last evening the students paraded the 
streets, cheering for the house of Savoy. 

No disturbance of public order has been 
reported at any point. 

A proclamation from the queen regent 
has arrived, announcing the ascension of 
the new king and stating that parliament 
will be convoked after the funeral. 

Several warships have started to meet 
King Victor. It is reported that Emperor 
William will attend the funeral. 

The socialist organ Avanta accused the 
government of being the indirect assassin 
of the king because of a mistaken poli- 
cy of dealing with the socialists. 

In consequence of this tirade, the po- 
lice seized the Avanta. 

The pope’s grief was unmistakable. As- 
Ssurances have been conveyed to the gov. 
ernment that the vatican will discourage 
an attempt to embarrass the ministry. 
This is the outcome of a rumor that a 
dangerous coalition exists between the 
extreme papal party and the republicans 
for the overthrow of the monarchy. 

Thousands of telegrams have been re- 
celved from all parts of the country in- 
dicative of the deep sorrow felt by the 
whole nation.

IT WAS HOT DORE TO 14TIMIOATE 


Lawyer for the Prisoner at the Bar | 


Outlines the Defense and Then 
fhe Only Witness of the 
Day Was Placed on 
the Stand. 


Georgetown, Ky., July 30.—In the trial 
of Caleb Powers, charged with being an 
accessory before the fact to the murder 
of William Goebel which was. resumed 
today, the defense opened its side of the 
case with a motion for peremptory in- 
structions for a verdict of acquittal. The 
motion wag submitted without argument 
and was promptly overruled by the court. 

Attorney Faulkner stated the case for 
the defense. He saia@ the defense will 
show that the contests over the state 
offices were not tried on judicial lines, 
but on a partisan basis and thit politics 
was responsible for the present prosecu- 
tions, He intimated that the prosecu- 
tion knows the identity of the assassin, 
but has concealed him. It will be ad- 
mitted, he said that Caleb Powers and 
Charles Finley organized and brought to 
Frankfort the crowd of mountiin men 
who arrived there January 25th, but that 
was only a petition legislature and no: 
to intimidate the branch. He declared 
that the men who composed the moun- 
tain army were not bad characters as 
charged by thé other side. He also 
charged that the democrats had large 
bodies of men in Frankfort to back up 
the contestants, 

He said Powers had in his pocket at 
the time of the killing, the Keys to his 
office which the prosecution alleges had 
been given to Youtsey, that Powers never 
even conferred with Youtsey, Berry How- 
ard, Jim Howard, Green Golden. or Dick 
Combs and that Jim Howard wag not 
in the capitol grounds until after 
the killing. It would be proved, he 
claimed, that Weaver, one of the maszin 
witnesses for the prosecution was never 
in Frankfort until yesterday; that Finley 
Anderson and Robert Noakes testified for 
money and W. H. Culton in the hope of 
obtaining immunity from prosecution, and 
that Wharton Golden's evidence will. be 
successfully contradicted. 

The defendant, Caleb Powers, took the 
witness stand. He declared he never 
knew Jim Howard, Barland Whittaker or 
Richard. Combs, three of the defendants, 
prior to the assassination. Ha had only 
known Youtsey since January Ist. 

In regard to the bringing of the moun- 
taineers to Frankfort, witness said: 

“There were three crowds of men 
brought to Frankfort and I had something 
to do h the organization of each club. 
The purpose was to show the interest of 
these people in the masters at issue at 
that time, and not to intimidate either 
the election board or the legislature. I 
instructed the men to do no acts of vio- 
lence, and so far as I know, none was 
committed by them.” 

Powers continued: 

“The last crowd of men were brought 
for a double purpose. We expected to 
use them as witnesses before the contest 
board and also to show by their presence 
the interest they felt in the contests. 
We also had heard rumors that we were 
to be forcibly ejected from the offices. 
These rumors were based on newspaper 
reports and we intended to resist y'o- 
lence.”’ 

Mr. Bradley, counsel for the prosecu- 
tion, objected to this statement and ask- 
ed that it be excluded on the ground that 
newspaper reports could not be given 
in evidence. The court ruled that it was 
competent for the witness to letail news- 
paper reports or tell of the apvrehensions 
which he based on common rumor. 

Witness gaid he had received informa- 
tion that Mr. Hill, the contestnt for sec- 
retary of state, would not wait until the 
contests were settled in court. but would 
try to take forcible possession soon as the 
contest board acted. 

“If that sort of thing had been at- 
tempted,” he said, “we intended to hold 
the . offices. I had

The Two Men Have Been Friends 
for Many Years. 


CHARGES McKEE WITH INGRATITUDE 


After Visiting Hoyt at Asylum, Mr. 
Dickinson Says He Thinks Ex- 
perts Erred—He Will Try 
and Get Him Out of ~~ 
Asylum. 


George H. Dickinson, general manager 
of The Atlanta Journal, is in Hartford, 
Conn., for the purpose, if possible, of 
securing the release of Charles Hoyt, the 
well-known playwright, from the asylum 
for the insane, to which he was recently 
committed. 

Mr. Dickinson left Atlanta some days 
ago—as soon as the news of Hoyt’s sad 
fate reached the city. He told no one 
the purpose of his visit. The first news 
of its true inwardness reached the city 
last night and was contained in a special 
dispatch from Hartford, Conn. 

Mr. Dickinson and Hoyt - have been 
warm personal friends from the time 
they were young men just entering news- 
paper work. They worked side by side 
on a Boston paper and the friendship 
which sprang into birth years ago has 
remained firm in spite of the fact that 
fortune later cast their lots in different 
lines of work. 

Charles Hoyt, it will be recalled, was 
adjudged insane at Hartford only a few 
days ago. The primary cause of his 
mental condition was ascribed to grief 
for his dead wife, Caroline Miskel-Hoyt, 
one of the most beautiful women on the 
American stage, who died some years 
ago in childbirth. Hoyt. was devotedly 
fond of his wife and his sorrow was in- 
tense. The specific malady assigned at 
the commitment trial was paresis, and 
experts testified that he was hopelessly 
demented. He has never been violent— 
the nature of the disease being opposite 
in its effects, 

Forsaken by His Friends, 

Mr. Dickinson, it appears, is satisfied 
that Hoyt has been forsaken by his 
friends and that he should be given 
quiet treatment at his home instead of 
being confined to an asylum. In an in- 
terview he givs it as his opinion that 
Hoyt is not insane. Incidentally he 
charges Frank McKee, Hoyt’s partner, 
with gross ingratitude. 

The special from Hartford follows: 

Hartford, Conn., July 30.—(Special.)— 
George H. Dickinson, an Atlanta news- 
paper man, is in Hartford -with a de- 
termination to free Charles H. Hoyt, the 
playwright, from the retreat for the 
insane to which he was committed last 
Thursday. 

Mr. Dickinson was seen this forenoon 
at the Hotel Heublien, and said he had 
interested himself in Mr. Hoyt’s case out 
of pure friendship. The two had grown 
up together and worked on a_ Boston 
newspaper together. Later they were 
friends in New York. 

“Why, it seems I am the only friend 
of Mr. Hoyt,” he said. “I cannot un- 
derstand why there is such an animated 
desire on the part of Frank McKee and 
his associates to bury Mr. Hoyt. 
him they have, for even if he is ‘sanc 
today he won’t be in a few months in 
that institution. Not that I think he 
will have anything but the kindest of 
treatment and believe Dr. Sterns to be a 
good man, but Hoyt knows he is con- 
fined. He knows he has been adjudged 
insane and he knows he isn’t, and that 
is what will kill him, the same as it 
would any other man. Why under the 
sun a man with his weaifl and in the 
condition he is cannot live with attend- 
ants in that quiet town of Charlestown, 
N. H.; where he would be absolutely 
quiet and peaceful, I cannot see. 

‘Why does Mr. McKee want Mr. Hoyt 
confined? No one knows except him, I 
guess. If there-is any man on top of 
earth who should have stood by Charles 
Hoyt, it is Frank McKee. Hoyt made 
him. He actually picked him up out of 
the Boston theater, where McKee was 
nothing but a salaried man, and a small 
one, at that. Hoyt placed him in a posi- 
tion to make money and simply made 
him. McKee should have fought for Hoyt. 
He should have stood by him to the 
very end. He should have tried to make

HIS FOURTH TRIAL 


Interesting Case in the Superior Court 
of Hall County. 


JURY NOW AFTER VERDICT 


Defendant Is Charged with Burning 
a Large Mill. 


WITNESS AGAINST HIM DIED IN PRISON 


This Trial Conducted with Evidence 
Given on Previous Trials—The 
History of the Case. 


Gainesville, Ga., July 30.—(Special.)—The 
second week of Hall superior court is on 


|; and the case of the state vs. Tom Chap- 


ran, charged with arson, was concluded 
this afternoon. This is Chapman’s fourth 
trial, and the verdict of the jury will te 
receiyed with no little degree of interest. 
Some difficulty was experienced in get- 
ting a jury this time, a day and a half 
being consumed in securing the panel of 
twelve men to try the case. 

A review of the case will prove interest- 
ing. On the night of February 11, 1.98, 
the mill of Quillain & Meaders, in the 
upper part of the county, was burned, The 
mill was a valuable piece of property and 
the loss to the owners in consequence of 
the fire amounted to a good deal. 

A few days after the conflagration Reu- 
ben Priest, a worthless kind of white 
man, was arrested on the charge of burn- 
ing the mill. A commitment trial was 
held and Priest was committed to jail 
to await the action of the grand jury. 
When court convened, Priest was indicted, 
immediately tried and was convicted ond 
given a life sentence in the penitentiary. 

The grand jury also returned a Dill 
against Tom Chapman, charging him with 
being an accessory to the crime. He, too, 
was put on trial, but after the jury had 
been out some time an agreement could 
not be reached and a mistrial was de- 
clared. It is understood that the jury 
stood eleven to one for acquittal. 

At the next term of court Chapman was 
again put on trial. The worst evidence 


against him was that of Reuben Priest, 
to 


who swore that Chapman hired him 
burn the mill. The case was gone over 
in detail for the second time and again 
the jury, which was out from Saturday 
until Monday morning, could not agree, 
and a second mistrial was declared, the 
jury standing, it is said, eleven for convic- 
tion and one for acquittal. 

A special term of court was next held 
for the trial of Chapman. The principal 
witness against him in former trials, Reu- 
ben Priest, who had been sent to the reni- 
tentiary, had died, but his testimony was 
left to stand against Chapman. After 
again consuming several days in the hear- 
ing of the case, it went to the jury and 
he was found guilty and sentenced to 
serve five years in the penitentiary. His 
attorneys made a motion for a new trial, 
but Judge Reagan, before whom it was 
heard, refused it, and the case went to 
the supreme court. A new trial was 
granted, and the fourth trial was begun 
last Friday before Judge G. H. Prior, end- 
ing tonight. ; 

The jury has not yet agreed upon a 
verdict. 

In the trial of the case, Chapman has 
appeared before four different judges. At 
the first trial Judge J. J. Kimsey was on 
the bench. Before another court was held 
his term expired and he was defeated by 
Judge J. B. Estes. Judge Estes had been 
employed by Chapman in his first trial, 


therefore he was disqualified. Judge R. B. 


of the western circuit, was in- 
vited to try the case and did so, ex- 
changing seats with Judge Estes. In the 
third trial, Judge E. J. Reagan, of the 
Flint circuit, presided, upon request of 
Judge Estes. In the fourth and last trial 
Judge G H. Prior, of Hall city court, 
by consent of counsel, has heard the 
case. 

The Chapman case has cost the county 
already between $2,000 and $3,000, and if 
there is another mistrial and the case is 
still pushed it will cost a great deal more. 
Besides the expense to the county, it has 
also cost the prosecutors and the de- 
fendant a great deal in lawyers’ fees and 
the expense of attending court. 

Chapman is a very well-to-do farmer 
of Quillians district, In this county. He 
has lived at his present place for many 
years and is well known over the coun- 
try. The principal prosecutor in the case 
is Turner Quillian, owner of the mill that 
was burned. He is a prominent citizen 
and belongs to one of the best families in 
this section. His brother, Mr. Robert F. 
Quillian, who is also interested in the 
prosecution, is one of Hall's nominees for 
the house of representatives. Tey have 
spent much time and money on the 
case.

YOUNG MAN ASSASSINATED. 


Shot While Going to His Home on 
Saturday Night. 

Darien, Ga., July 30.—(Special.)—Arthur 
Hamilton, a young white man of this 
place, was shot and mortally wounded 
Saturday night about 10 o’clock. He is 
one of those who has been filling the. 
place of the striking longshoremen, who 
went out on a strike about four weeks 
ago. There is no clew to the murderer, 
whatever, although Hamilton was accom- 
panied by a negro who was taxing his 
satchel home for him. This negro states 
that just as he and Hamilton reached the 
edge of town on the public highway, the 
wind blew off his hat and while he stoop- 
ed to pick it up, he heard a @unshot and 
on looking up he saw Hamilton limping 
away a few steps and fall. He gave 
the alarm, and Hamilton was removed to 
his home, where he died yesterday. It is 
thought by some that the murder was 
done from a spirit of revenge by one of 
the strikers, and by others that it was 
from a private quarrel. Hamilton could

Sandersville Attorney Says He Swin- 
died To Get Bread.

Dillon Has Not Pleaded Guilty to the 
Charge Against Him, but He 
Yells Story of His Crime.

Savannah, Ga.,. July 9%30.—(Special.)— 
George R. Dillon, alias E. J. Watts, alias 
W. M. Mills, alias J. S. Hunter, the San- 
dersville attorney; has been committed to 
jail here by United States Commissioner 
Lewis, in default of $300 bond to answer to 
the charge of using the mails in further- 
ance of a scheme to defraud. 

The story of Dillon’s arrest has already 
been told. Dillon is the name under 
which he has been known in and around 
Sandersville for years. So far as the evi- 
dence before the commissioner developed, 
he has been engaged in using the mails to 
defraud for about @ year, and his victims 
have been book publishers, particularly 
publishers of law books. Under the aliases 
given above ang several others, he has 
defrauded firms in Atlanta, Nashville, 
Chattanooga, Augusta and in several 
northern cities. 

The case on which Dillon was held was 
that in which he ordered $25 worth of 
books from the Williamson Law Book 
Publishing Company, of Rochester, N. Y., 
and sent a worthless check in payment 
for them, as he had done in other cases. 
Among these books were one set of Green- 
leaf on Evidence, valued at $15. Dillon 
called for these books at the Tennille «x- 
press office, giving his name as E. J. 
Watts, and the express agent refused. to 
deliver them until he was identified. This 
case practically led to his arrest, though 
he had called for books ‘there befofe un- 
der the name of J. 8. Hunter. Many firms 
of publishers are sufferers to a similar 
exterit, as Dillon is said to have sold 
many books. Many of his checks were 
on the Third National bank in Atlanta, 


\ where he has never had an account, 


Dillon tells a pathetic story. He has a 
wife and four small children. and has had 
much sickness in his family. He had no 
practice as a lawyer, and was not making 
salt for his family. He says he went 
into this scheme to get bread for his wife 
and children; that the people he ordered 
books from vere rich and were able to 
lose smal] amounts, while the money 
would do him a great deal of good. While 
he has not entered a plea of guilty, he 
made a voluntary 


whom the arrest was made. He said he 
had no money, and he could not see his 
family starve, He'‘had just been given 
employment at $15.a month when arrest- 
ed, and said that'-amount would have 
support2d his family. without resort to 
crookedness, had he beet let alone.

Americus, Ga.. July #”.—(Special.)—Fruit 
shippers in Americus, like others, have 
suffered at the hands of commission men 
in distant cities, judging by returns re- 
ceived. One shipper here who forwarded 
a carload of Elbertas was asked yester- 
day to remit $160 as balance to cover 
freight. Account sales rendered showed 
that the freight.on the car was $287, sales 
$127, thus leaving the shipper out of pock- 
et $160, provided he is foolish enough to 
make remittance. Another man here who 
shipped 1,000 crates of peaches has re- 
ceived returns - which averaged 6 cents 
per crate, net. They feel pretty sore over 
their experience, and will hardly make 
further shipments. This is one of the 
finest fruit growing sections of Georgia, 
but until some plan is devised whereby 
the producer can get honest and ade- 
quate returns for his fruit the business 
is apt to languish. 

Americus Warehousemen expect their 
first bale of cotton of the new crop this 
week, unless the excessive rains prevent 
picking. It has rained continuously for 
three days. and is‘still raining, to the 
Probable injury of the growing crop. The 
first bale here will be a week behind that 
of last season, 


WHEAT IN OCONEE COUNTY. 


Farmers Pleased with Experiment of 
Planting Small Grain. 
Athens, Ga., July 30.—(Special.)—The 
farmers of Oconee county suffered last 
year from drought more than any in the 
State, but this year prosperity is attend- 

ing them. 

They suffered so much from a short cot- 
ton crop last year that they concluded 
they would try their hand with small 
grain. As a result there is more wheat 
in Oconee county today than was. ewer 
known in its history, and although the 


oat crop was small, there is plenty of — 


upland corn, in ‘spite of the wasting 
away of bottom corn by high waters. 

There is plenty of bread in Oconee coun- 
ty anl plenty of meat. The cotton crop 
at one time during the wet season looked 
as if it would be a dead failure, but it is 
coming out and it is hoped that an aver- 
age crop will be the result.

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The Flag in Porto Rico. 

On the occasion of a recent holiday 
in Porto Rico, the people brought out 
their Spanish flags by the thousand, 
whereas the glorious ensign of this re- 
public was conspicuous by its absence, 
Some of the leading Porto Ricans, that 
igs to say, the politicians, explain this 
by the statement that the festival was 
in honor of a Spanish saint. 

It should be said, however, that the 
celebration of a saint’s day in Roman 
Catholic countries does not call for the 
display of the national emblems of the 
country of which the saint was a na- 
tive; and in this particular case the 
simple truth seems to be that the in- 
habitants of Porto Rico have been so 
keenly disappointed and so thoroughly 
disgusted with their experience as 
American vassals that they seized on 
the occasion to show that they had a 
greater regard for the Spanish colors 
than they have for the American flag, 
which, in their island, is the emblem 
of vassalage. — ‘ 

And who can blame these trusting 
islanders? They received the American 
troops with open arms, and manifested 
in every possible way their deep grati- 
tude to be given an opportunity to ex- 
change the flag of the Spanish monar- 
chy for the flag of freedom. The most 
direct and unequivocal pledges were 
‘made to the Porto Ricans by those pos- 
sessing the authority to speak for the 
American government. The islanders 
were assured that they would be allow- 
ed to participate in the rights and priv- 
ileges which are the portion of all who 
live under the constitution of the 
United States, Even Mr. McKinley, be- 
fore he had been warned by the syndi- 
cates which, through Hanna, are con- 
trolling the republican party, declared 
that it was our plain duty to recognize 
the fact that the constitution is now 
operative in Porto Rico. He did not say 
so in sO many words, but it is very 
clear that he had the mandates of the 
organic law in his mind when he de- 
clared in his message to congress that 
it was our plain duty to abolish the 
customs duties existing between this 
country and Porto Rico. 

That the trusts and syndicates had 
made arrangements with the carpet- 
baggers to squeeze the inhabitants of 
our new territories was very quickly 
made manifest by the protests of the 
republican organs which depend on 
> the syndicates for a precarious liveli- 

hood. A proposition that some of the 
© republican editors cannot be prevailed 
on to indorse has yet to be discovered, 
Consequently the president’s platitudi- 
nous message had hardly been read in 
congress before the organs of the sugar 
- gnd tobacco trusts, and of other syn- 
_ dicates preparing to rob the Filipinos, 
- began to cry out that our poor little 
‘sugar and tobacco interests would be 
'  fuined if the products of an American 
_ territory were permitted to enter the 
- United States duty free. 
_ The amiable president was compelled 
. to take a new view of the matter. He 
| Sent for the republican pirooters who 


- Swarm in the halls of congress asthe 


representatives not only of the people 
who voted for them but as the agents 
of such private interests as are willing 
to put up a consideration. As these 
pirooters appeared before him one by 
one Mr. McKinley, smiling broadly and 
effably, informed them that, while he 
had not changed hig mind a particle as 
to the nature of “our plain duty.” a 
brand new issue would have to be met 
and settled. He gave them to under- 
stand that the opponents of the repub- 
lican syndicates, without consulting 
with Hanna, had come forward with 
the remarkable claim that while trade 
might follow the flag, the constitution 
went with it wherever the United 
States claimed jurisdiction. 

This, the. president intimated, 

was the same as declaring that 
the executive and congress were not 
superior to and above the constitution, 
and nothing would cause him greater 
sorrow (see the speech of the sobbing 
Grosvenor) than for congress to take 
him at his word and do “our plain 
duty” with respect to the Porto Ricans. 
His argument, so far as he deigned to 
present any argument, was to the effect 
that if we accorded to the inhabitants 
of Porto Rico the rights guaranteed 
the people of all our territories by the 
constitution, they would clamor for 
other rights and privileges provided 
for in that instrument, and while this 
might be all very well with respect to 
Porto Rico, it would be very embar- 
rassing to the administration, which 
had far other designs in the Phillp- 
pines. 
As the result of republican anxiety 
not to do our plain duty in Porto Rico, 
the people of ithat island have no 
Status as citizens whatever. They have 
no privileges or rights under the con- 
stitution. They have no government of 
their own, they are taxed without rep- 
resentation, their mouths are closed, 
they are vassals. Is it any wonder, 
then, being without any power to reme- 
dy a state of affairs against which the 
American colonies rebelled, that they 
should seize upon the opportunity pre- 
sented by a holiday occasion to dem- 
onstrate that they have more affection 
and respect for the flag under which 
they had some rights than they have 
for the flag of the republic, under 
which they have no political rights 
whatever? 
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The Latest Injunction. 
The latest injunction taken out’ by 


the Consolidated railroad interests is 


one which emphasizes the slipshod 
manner in which the successive city 
councils of Atlanta have permitted 
public franchises to be given out, first 
to the one’ person and then to the 
other. 

It was in answer to urgent appeals 
that the people of this city, four years 
ago, voted for municipal ownership. 
They saw active business interests 
reaching out and grasping all that was 
valuable in public utilities. They saw 
franchises being given away gratui- 
tously, not only for work which was 
really to be done, but for work which 
was not even in contemplation, the 
purpcse being to make of them a paper 
collateral for future speculation. 

If these rights were worth money to 
individuals, THEY WERE WORTH 
FULLY AS MUCH TO THE TAX- 
PAYER HIMSELF! 

It might not be feasible for the city 
actually to enter upon such lines of 
business, but they could be so leased 
out to private management that the 
city would reap a substantial share of 
the profits. 

Following this action, which received 
the warm support of The Constitution, 
we urged upon the city council that, 
taking the future into view, it should 
adopt a definite policy, free from per- 
sonal entanglement, by which the city 
could arrive at a knowledge of its own 
assets. It was urged that the city 
should take stock, as it were, of what 
was on hand as well as of what had 
been given out. 

Then we made the assertion that the 
city had no means by which it could 
divide obligations from rights, that 
franchises had been issued in such hap- 
hazard manner that no man coulg tell 
how many there were, the field they 
covered, nor for how long they run. 
To verify this assertion there now 
bobs up a'claim that no man had any 
idea was in existence. Once in full 
knowledge of the situation, legislation 
of the future could have in view the 
assertion of the city’s legitimate profit, 
and contro] of the life of such charters 
so as to. come within reason. Al- 
though four city councils have come 
into power since this expression of 
opinion on part of the people, not a 
single step has been taken for its ful- 
fillment. It is safe to say that until 
the city fathers change their tradition- 
al hurtful attitude. the speculators 
and developers will rejoice while the 
taxpayer will be ground lower and 
lower. 

On the one side one man owns all 
the street car franchises, 

On the other another man claims 
the electric light franchises as a per- 
sonal belonging, to permit another to 
enter which would be the “destruction” 
of his property! 

Thus it is that the corporations have 
the city by the throat, and no man 
seems to speak for the people. 

Let this policy continue, and it wil) 
spread to every other business. But 
one Man Will be given a license to run 
a grocery, and an effort to license an- 
other will be denounced ag “destruc- 
tion” of property interests. With the 
dry goods trade confined to but one 
house, and every other business sim- 
ilarly placed, we will presént the spec- 
tacle of a strangely governed city. in 
which the consumer is at the mercy of 
the supply man. | 

Are the people ready to shake off 
this incubus, no matter which “boss” 
is hurt? Is Atlanta in need of a boss at 
all? Should not the city’s business be 
transacted for the benefit of the whole 
people? = 

When one company tries to monopo- 


nopoly may be loosened? 

When another claims exclusive right 
to furnish light and power, have the 
people ang the business men no ¢é8- 
cape from the hand which would limit 
their, possibilities? 

There are grave duties resting upon 
the city council. It has already granted 
a well-defined and thought-out fran- 
chise for a second electric plant, which 
only awaits its reaffirmation to give us 
competition. 

It then owes the people the further 


such transportation franchises as are 
outstanding, for the purpose of protect- 
ing our rights, or. if we be so unfortu- 
nate as to have none left, to devise a 
plan by which we may recover what 
we should never have parted with. 

Then, thereafter, let the rights of At- 
lanta stand first before those of any in- 
dividual, 
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The Italian Tragedy. 

The assassination of King Humbert, 
of Italy, is another evidence of the 
power of madness to wreck the peace 
of a nation. 

These repeated assassinations of 
men in public life point to but one con- 
clusion, that a greater surveillance 
must be exercised over the irresponsi- 
ble. 

There is hardly a neighborhood but 
has its queer or cranky citizen. His 
idiosyncrasies are laughed at, his 
threats are disregarded and it is not 
until some crime has been committed 
that the people awake to a fact which 
was long evident. A plea of insanity is 
entered in court, the lunatic or crimi- 
nal as he may be escapes, and others 
are placed in danger. 

Queer people should be promptly 
placeq where they belong—in con- 
finement, There is no reason why they 
should be permitted to run at large 
until they have committed crime, then 
to be railroaded out of punishment by 


those who should have been the first 


to have had them incarcerated. 

As long ag dangerous cranks are per- 
mitted to run at large, we may expect 
to hear of shocking crimes. —

It is @ serious and during this drought a 
burning question. The preservation of our for- 
ests means millions to the owners and dwell- 
ers of the south. Nature’s laws cannot be 
broken with impunity. It is tempting provi- 
dence for a farmer to denude all of his land 
of its forest growth and then when the inevita- 
ble drought comes to pray for rain. I really 
do believe that Providence, out of his mere 
love and mercy for the people of this section, 
has repeatedly set aside his laws ana has sent 
rain to a suffering peopie in answer to 
prayer, but how long must He be tempted? 

The state of Maine has recently enacted a 
law prohibiting the cutting of trees under 
twelve inches in diameter, and if the south- 
ern states will follow her lead the beneficial 
results therefrom will be seen. I desire to see 
our yellow pine forests saved from entire ex- 
tinction and preserved to their owners and the 
turpentine industry. I have been in the tur- 
pentine business for fourteen years and have 
always worked and managed for the protection 
of the trees, but if this ruinous system of 
boxing the trees is kept up, in the near future 
there will be no trees to box. It would be a 
g00d investment for the states of Georgia and 
South Carolina to send two expert terpentine 
men to France to see how the business is con- 
ducted there. I understand that\country man- 
ufactures almost as much turpentine as the 
United States and will continue to do 50, as 
no trees are allowed to be boxed, but a 
System of cups used.

Chinese Names. 


Editor Constitution—How can we understand 
some of the Chinese names now so widely 
printed? JOHN EVERSHAM. 

Westminster, 8S. C., July 25, 1900. 


One of the best illustrations can be found in 
a recent article in Leslie’s Weekly, which says 
in brief: 

The mysterious names appearing in the Chi- 
nese dispatches become famillar enough when 
translated thus: Tung means east: si, west: 
han, south; pei, north; while tsin, kin or king 
stands for capital or metropolis, as in Pekin 
(northern capital) and Nankin (southern cap- 
ital). Tien means heaven, so Tien-Tsin sig- 
nifies heavenly metropolis. Ho or kiang means 
river, so Pei-Ho is north river; Si-Kiang, west 
river. Che means seven, so Che-Kiang is seven 
rivers. Shan is mountain 'and Shan Tung east 
mountain and Shan-Si west mountain. Pai is 
white and Pai-Shan white mountain. Hal ize 
sea and kwan stands for gate, so Hai-Kwan, 
the maritime customs, is the gate of the sea 
and Shan-Hai-Kwan mountain and sea gate. 
Shang is a city and Shanghai city by the sea. 
Hoang is yellow; Hoang-Ho, yellow river, 
and Hoang-Hai, yellow sea. 

Yang means ocean and tse son: hence the 
Yang-Tse river is son of the ocean and 
Tien-Tse #on of heaven (the emperor). Ku 
or kow is a mouth or pass and ta big or great, 
so Taku means big mouth (of Pei-Ho), while 
Nankow stands for south pass (from Mongolia). 
Hu is a lake, ling a hill, hsiang a villags, 
hsien a tax district. Fu is a prefecture, tai 
a& governor, tao a circuit or group of admin- 
istrative departments; so taotai is a governor 
of a circuit and futai is a goverhor of a pre- 
feeture. Chao or kiao is a bridge, li a Chinese 
mile, pa eight and thus Pa-Li-Kiao is the eight- 
mile bridge. Cho or chow is a depot or stop- 
ping place; hence Tung-Chow eastern depot of 
Pekin. Shen is a province and Shen-Si is the 
western province. 

Yamen is a police station or official resi- 
dence and Hui a secret society or club. Ts‘ing 
means pure or clear, so Ts’ing-Kiang is clear 
river, while Ta Ts’ing means great pure (name 
of present dynasty), and kwo being a king- 
dom or empire Ta-Ts’ing Kwo signifies the 
empire of the great pure (China). Ta Mei-Ka 
is the name applied by the Chinese to the 
United Stages and means great America.

Many negroes 
took the part of their countryman, se- 
verely beating a policeman. The Mexi- 
can populace took sides with the police- 
man, a pitched battle ensuing.

FURLONG’S, FORTUNE

From Savannah 
you can go by steamer to your aunt in 
New Orleans, when the federals come

“But you will be there to take care 
of me,” “interrupted Bessie. 

“Perhaps not,” replied her father. ‘TI 
may not be alive, or I may be arrested. 
I must provide for you while I can.

Bessie opened her eyes in wondering 
surprise when her father produced a 
leather belt and otened it. 

_“This diamond,” continued Furlong, “‘is 
all that remains of my former wealth, 
It is worth $50,000 anywhere, in pgood 
money—gold, I mean.

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SOME DOG DAY WEATHER * 
RECORDS OF\ INTEREST 


The weather man recefved innumerable 
inquiries yesterday concerning dog day 
weather, and those who believe the old 
saying that a rain on the first dog day 
means rain every day for forty days. 
were given an opportunity to become rem- 
iniscent as a result of the damp weather 
Saturday and Sunday. 

It was to investigate this popular su- 
perstition and a theory of latter-day sci- 
ence connected with sun spots, that the 
weather reporter sought out Professor 
Marbury in his eyrie observation station 
in the Prudential building yesterday. 

The scientific theory, made alarmingly 
prominent by the recent discovery of sun 
Spots nine times as big as the éarth, is 
that the influence of sun spots on the 
weather makes it decidedly more torrid. 

Apropos of.the dog day wetness super- 
stition, the precipitation record of the 
United States meteorological bureau 
ought to be conclusive, This record shows 
that for twenty-two years no rain has 
fallen on half the days of August, and 
that as a matter of fact that month has 
averaged less rainfall than the preceding 
summer months, which are not in the dog 
days. The August which came nearest 
to lending credence to the superstition 
was that of 1891, with a record of twen- 
ty-one days on which rain fell; but these 
rainy days were not consecutive, and the 
precipitation for the month was only 
2.59 inches. The normal rainfall of Au- 
gust is 4.74 inchés. Still, August is a 
rather wet month, as the number of rainy 
days go. The August having the fewest 
rainy days was that of 1889, with ten, 
yet, paradoxically—and there is no great- 
ér paradox than the weather—6.73 inches 
of rain fell that month. The heaviest 
rainfall any August has known was in 
189%, when 855 inches fell; the lowest 
record is 1.97, in 1896. Last August the 
rainfall was 3.15 inches. The greatest 
August precipitation recorded in any 
twenty-four consecutive hours was 4.22 
inches, on the 30, 1885. 

So much for the dog days’ wet spell 
fallacy. “he sun spot abnormal heat 
theory can be exploded in a sentence, if 
the official record of the July which 
ends today, compared with that of Juy 
of last year, can prave anything. This 
month, minus one day, has been cooler 
by 14 degrees than the same month last 
year, with the pro ‘nostication for today’s 
temperature normal. Last year the sun 
spots nine times the size of the earth 
and radiating a heat immeasurably in- 
tenser than that of a normal sun, were 
not worrying weather cranks. Some em- 
inent European astronomers discovered 
them early this summer, and eminent 
scientists straightway predicted a summer 
temperature on this mundane sphere that 
would make Gehenna a cool water place 
in comparison. In Atlanta, at least, two 
months have given the perspicacity of 
science the merry ha, ha! June was an 
abnormally cool month, and so wet that 
had it occurred after the dog days, the 
dog star superstition might have looked 
plausible, Old Sol has had a fair chance 
in July, and he has Kept right up to the 
average warmth. There were thirteen 
days this month on which the mercury 
climbed to 90 degrees or over—slightly 
over—93 on the 16th was the highest tem- 
perature recorded, and 64 the lowest. Last 


July witnessed fourteen days.on which 
the thermometer registered 90 or over, and 
five days in a string—the 18th, -.th, 15th, 
16th and 17th registered respectively 9%, 
9%, 96, 96, 97 degrees. The lowest tem- 
perature last July was 62. Perhaps the 
sum spots are reserving their radiatory 
power for .-_ugust. 

While on the subject of temperatures, 
it may prove interesting to note what 
August has been in the past. August 
is a somewhat cooler month than July 
in this latitude, particularly with respect 
to the nights. To be exact, August is 2 
degrees cooler than July, the mean normal 
temperature of the former month being 
76.5 and of the latter 7$.3. This is a 
gratifying statement, based on the rec- 
ords of twenty-two years, but there are 
Augusts that sun spots wouldn’t be much 
of an addition to. For instance, last Au- 
gust the thermometer reached 90 degrees 
on eighteem days. It fell below 80 but 
one day. The August of 1896 had nine- 
teen days on which the mercury touched 
the 90 mark. F{ve times the maximum 
temperature of 96 dégrees was reached, 
viz, 1881, 1888, 1896, 1897 and 1899—last year. 
In 1884 and 1889 there was not a hot day 
in August on which the thermometer 
reached 90; in 1882 but one day; in 1890 
but two days; in 1892 one day registered 
91, and in 1898 one day 92 and two days 
90. The lowest day temperature recorded 
in August was 66, in 1894, and a minimum 
night temperature of 55 in 4887. The high- 
est ten@pertaure on record in Atlanta was 
not in August, but July 19, 1887, when the 
100 mark was reached. 

The month just closing has been in no 
wise abnormal. The rainfall up to last 
night aggregated But 4.51 inches—seven- 
tenths of an inch below normal. On last 
Sunday 1.99 inches fell. The July wet 
record is held by 1887, with 14.11 inches; 
minimum, 1880, .56 of an inch. The fore- 
cast for today is fair. 

But the dog days are upon us. Sirius, 
more commonly known as the dog star, 
a luminary of the first magnitude, sta- 
tioned in the mouth of the constellation 
Canis Major, or Greater Dog, to use plain 
English, is supposed by the _ bucolic 
weather sages and some meteorological 
wiseacres in town as well, to have ush- 
ered in the mysterious and ill-omened dog 
days Sunday. Sirius is alleged to do the 
ushering act by rising on the minute 
with the sun and putting on his nightcap 
and retiring from view (if a star that 
shines in the day time may be said to be 
in view) when the god of day drops be- 
low the western horizon. So long as 
Sirius continues to carry out this pro- 
gramme on schedule time, the children of 
men, dogs and snakes are believed to rest 
under a hoodoo spell of the heavenly 
bodies, manifest in sunstroke for humani- 
ty, hydrophobia for the canine ahd blind- 
ness for the reptile. The superstitions of 
the ages have added open 10 mR 
thirigs that are apt to happen to d 
beast during this awesome period, t 
the three «pecified are the afflictions unil- 
versally recognized as prevalent through- 
out the dog days. The baleful star 
Sirius misses connection with the chang- 
ing habits of Old Sol along about the Ist 
of September, when the passing of the 
malign celestial influence is signalized by 
cooler weather and a normal sun, so it 
is thought. How the astrologers of the 
rural precincts who scorn the telescope 
of modern astronomical science, knows 
that the dog star came out at sunrise 
Sunday, the humble weather reporter as~- 
sumes not to know. Maybe the almanac 


says 80.

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FIGHTING WHISKY FLOWED 


Last Night Was “Raw” with the 
Police. 


THERE WAS MUCH DRINKING 


4ind Those Who Drank Wanted To 
Scrap—A Rough Time at the 
Police Barracks. 


The police of Atlanta were forced to de- 
clare last night that the regions of his 
plutonic majesty had broken loose in the 
Empire State of the South. That were 
not the exact words the police used, but 
it is a more verbose way of expressing 


it, As soon as the shades of night begay 
to fall yesterday evening the patrol wa- 
gon began to roll, and it rolled incessant- 
ly for. five hours. 

Most of the cases were against white 
men, and men of some claim to respect- 
ability, and every one of them was filled 
with the “all-fightingness’’ liquor that 
could have been found. 

Two young men of eminent social stat- 
us had to be hauled to the barracks in the 
wagon and the officer was forced to place 
handcuffs on them. They fought the 
wagonman all the way to the barracks, 
and when the barracks were reached it 
required three or four officers to get them 
into a cell. They fought like madmen and 
were far more like maniacs than drunken 
men. 

An officer on Decatur street had to use 
his club and call for help about 8 o’clock 
on account of a regular mob of young men 
trying to take the streets. Five arrests 
were made after a head or two had been 
bruised. 

Six arrests were made around the Kim- 
ball house block between 7 and 9 o'clock, 
and every one was for a whisky fight. 

“Tt’s atmospheric,’’ remarked an old 
officer at the barragks. ‘‘Certain condi- 
tions of the atmosphere cause men to get 
drunk and to fight after they have loaded 
up. I have been a policeman for twen- 
ty-five years and I have noticed this long 
ago. The reasons many suicides occur 
about the same time is because certain 
conditions of the atmosphere depress the 
spirits.’ 

The atmosphere around Atlanta was cer- 
tainly tip-top last night for drunken 
fights. 

Nor was the effect felt alone on the 
whites, for the negroes turned loose in 
Darktown and on Decatur and Peters 
streets, and a number of arests were 
made. 

The drunken men were so obstreperous 
that several officers were forced to use 
their clubs, and the consequence was that 
there were a few broken heads to be plas- 
tered. This called for the city physician, 
and Dr. Hurt .went to the police barracks 
and spent the evening there with his 
Uniments and bandages. 

It was what is known in police matinee 
parlance as a “raw night.”

TOEXAMINE ENGINES 


Citizens’ Committee Examines Wit- 
nesses in Executive Session. 


ASKED ABOUT WATER HAMMER 


W. N. Phillimore Says Hydraulic 
Elevators Not the Cause. 


A. W. COLLIER GIVES EXPERT TESTIMONY 


Committee Will Present Voluminous 
Report and Will, It Is Said, Make 
Some Radical Recommendations. 


The committee of ten citizens appoint- 
ed to examine into the recent break- 
downs in the waterworks system met at 
4 o’clock yesterday afternoon in the 
rooms of the Business Men’s League. 
Two witnesses were examined. 

Albert W. Collier, who was for over 
three years an engineer at the Hemphill 
pumping station at the reservoir, and 
who is now chief engineer at the capitol, 
was the first witness. 

He was called as an expert machinist 
familiar with the two engines recently 
disabled to testify as to their conditian 
and how they behaved while he was in 
the waterworks department. The exam- 
ination was held behind closed doors 
and Mr. Colliier’s testimony was not given 
out for publication. 

W. N. Phillimore, manager of the At- 
lanta office of the Otis Elevator Com- 
pany, was the other witness. 

The theory has been advanced at pre- 
vious sessions of the committee that the 
water hammer, which is alleged to have 
worked such serious injury to the en- 
gines, was due in part to the rapid run- 
ning and sudden stopping of the hy- 
draulic elevators in the big office build- 
ings. Mr. Phillimore was called to give 
expert testimony on this point. 

He did not think that the elevators 
caused the. formation of a water ham- 
mer in the pipes at the pumping station. 
He said that all of the big office build- 
ings where two or more elevators are 
used had a system of using the same 
water over and over again; that they had 
their own plants and engines and that 
none of the water was forced back into 
the , pipes. 

/ffter Mr. Phillimore had concluded his 
testimony the members of the committee 
held a-long and informal discussion, last- 
ing until 6:30 o’clock. 

The committee adjourned subject to the 
call of the chairman. Another meeting 
will probably be held today and more 
testimony taken. 

There has been much discussion con- 
cerning the advisability of employing an 
expert to come here, make a thorough 
inspection of the waterworks system, 
and make a detailed technical report to 
the committee. Though nothing has 
been decided, this may be done. 

It is known that the committee will 
render a voluminous report and «that 
some radical recommendations will be 
made. The committee is working as rap- 
idly as possible and expects to throw 
considerable light on the question in its 


report.

FORTY-NINE COUNTIES ARE IN. 


Increases in State Property So Far 
Recorded Amount to Nearly 
$5,000,000. 

The tax digests of twelve counties in 
the state were received during the day at 
the office of Comptroller General Wiliam 
A. Wright, making forty-nine counties out 
of 137 that have been heard from wp to 
date. Among the returns made yester- 
day, that of one county alone, Monroe, 
shows decrease. The others aggregate a 
gain of $1,233,000, which brings the total 

increase to practically $5,000,000. 

The returns made by Polk county were 
regarded as exceptional as that county 
went up in property value a half million 
dollars over 1899. Screven increased to the 
extent of $219,000, Effingham $119,000 and 
Early $137,000. The counties heard from 
yesterday fully sustain the proportion of 
increase noticed among those first return- 
ed and Comptroller General Wright is 
satisfied that there will be a total gain 
when every county has been heard from 
of between ten and fifteen millions. It is 
remarkable, in the cpinion of state of- 
ficials, that the big increase so far record« 
ed has come from counties of compara- 
tively small population, and in fact the 
larger counties have so far not been heard 


expected.

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CONFEDERATE STATES 
ORGANIZED ARIZONA

conventions of the republicans and 

democrats, in Philadelphia and Kan- 
gas City, appear to make it opportune 
and appropriate for some notice of a few 
points of history, and to observe the pros- 
pects of the future. 

In the platforms of both parties there is 
one item, or matter, to which I desire 
to refer, and to direct attention. It is the 
item of making new states of the terri- 
tories of New Mexico, Arizona and Okla- 
homa. The republicans in their platform 
gay: ‘“‘We favor home rule for and the 
early admission to statehood of the terri- 
tories of New Mexico, Arizona and Okla- 
homa."’ 

The democrats in their platform say: 
“We denounce the failure of the republi- 
can party to carry out its pledges 
to grant statehood to the terri- 
tories ‘of Arizona, New Mexico 
and Oklahoma, and we promise 
the people of those territories immediate 
statehood and home rule during their con- 
dition as territories, and we favor home 
rule and a territorial form of government 
for Alaske and Porto Rico.”’ 

From these quotations from the .two 
platforms, it seems that in the success of 
e‘ther party the result must be that the 
territories shall be admitted as states of 
the United States. 

Some Points of History. 

My purpose is ‘now to recite a few facts 
of history concerning the territory of 
‘Arizona. This territory is a part of the 
great Mexican purchase by the United 
States from Mevrico, through the treaty 
of Guadaloupe-Hidalgo, of ‘ the United 
States with Mexico in 1848, growing out 
of the Mexican war, and five years later 
by the Gadsden purchase. By these two 
acquisitions of territory, the United States 
nade a great expansion. By the treaty 
the United States acquired 522,568 square 
miles, or 334,443,520 acres of new territory, 
and by the Gadsden purchase the United 
States received other new territory of 
45.535 square miles, or an areca of 29,142,400 
acres. This acquired territory has since 
been divided into several states and ter- 
ritories, to-wit: California, Nevada, Utah 
and New Mexico, was subsequently divid- 
ed, and by this subsequent partition comes 
the interesting history of the territory cf 
Arizona. 

A Confederate Territory. 

A territory named Arizona was first laid 
out and organized by the confederate 
states of America. On the Ist of March, 
1861, the territory was taken in charge by 
Tdeutenant Colonel John R. Baylor, who 
was in command of the confederate army 
force in the territory, and possession was 
held on behalf of the confederate states 
of America. The new territory was to be 
included “in all that portion of. New Mex- 
ico lying south of the 34th parallel of 
‘north latitude.”’and a proclamation was is- 
sued, “declaring said territory temporar- 
ily organized as a military government 
until such time as congress might other- 
wise provide.” Officers were appointed 
for the government of the territory. In 
the next year, 1862, the congress of the 
confederate states passed ‘fan act to or- 
gpanize the territory of Arizona.”’ The first 
section of the act prescribed as follows: 
“The congress of the confederate states 
‘ of America do enact, That all that part 
of the present territory of New Mexico, 
included within the following limits, to- 
wit, Beginning on the Colorado river at 
the parallel of north latitude 34 degrees, 
thence with said parallel to the eastern 
boundary of New Mexico; thence with 
said boundary until it intersects the line 
of Texas, and thence with said line to the 
Rio Grande, and so on to the line of 
Mexico, on said river, as fixed by the 
treaty of 1854; thence with the boundary 
line established by said treaty between 
the late United States and Mexico to the 
Colorado river, thence up the Colorado 
river to the place of beginning, be, and 
the same ig hereby, created into a tempo- 
rary government, by the name of «the 
territory of Arizona; and nothing in this 
act shall be so construed as to inhibit the 
government of the confederate states from 
dividing said territory into two or more 
territories as congress shall deem conven- 
jent and proper, or from attaching any 
portion of said territory to any other state 
or territory of the confederate states, and 
the institution of slavery in said terri- 
tory shall receive all necessary protection, 
both from the territorial legislature and 
the congress of the confederate states; 
provided, also, that nothing in this act 
contained shall be construed to impair the 
rights of persons or property now per- 
taining to the Pimos and Maricopas In- 
dians on the Gila river, or the right or 
claim of the confederate states to the re- 
mainder of the territory of New Mexico, 
or to any other territory north of the 
line of 34 degrees of north latitude.”’ 

The second section provides for the ex- 
ecutive power and authority to be vested 
in a governor, and prescribes his term of 
office to be six years, and his official du- 
ties. 

The various other sections of the act 
provide for other officers and their duties, 
and for representatives in the legislature, 
and delegates to the confederate congress, 
and for the general .regulations for the 
government of the territory. The act is 
too lengthy to copy here, and it is not 
necessary to do so. 

I have an official copy of the act taken 
from confederate records in the city of 
Washington in the department of the in- 
terior. 

The last section (17) recites “‘That the 
provisions of this act be and are hereby 
suspended ates sha president of the Con- 


"Ton recent actions of the political 


federate States all issue his proclama- 
tion, declaring/this act to be in full force 
and operative and shall proceed to appoint 
the officers herein provided to be appoint- 
ed in and for said territory.”’ 

The act was approved by the president, 
Jefferson Davis, on January 18, 1862. Ac- 
cordingly, President Jefferson Davis pub- 
lished his official proclamation, in pur- 
suance of the said act, as follows: 

Organization of the Territory of Arizona. 


, 


Proclamation of the President of the tontea- 
erate States of America—Whereas, an act of 
the congress of the confederate states of Amer- 
ica, entitled, ‘‘An act to organize the territory 
of Arizona,’’ was approved by me on the i8th 
day of January, A. D. 1862; 

And, Whereas, It is therein declared that the 
provisions of the act are suspended until the 
president of the confederate states shall issue 


his proclamation declaring the act to be in full ; 


force and operations, and shall proceed to ap- 
point the officers therein provided to be ap- 
pointed in and for said territory; 

Now, therefore, I, Jefferson Davis, president 
of the confederate states of America,, do issue 
this, my proclamation, declaring said ‘“‘act t» 
organize the territory of Arizona’ to be in full 
force and operation, and that I have proceeded 
to appoint the officers therein provided to be 
appointed in and for said territory. 

Given under my hand and the seal of the 
confederate states of America, at Richmond, 
this 14th day of February, A. D., 1862. 

(Seal) JEFFERSON DAVIS. 

By the president: 

R. M. T. HUNTER, Secretary of War. 

So much now for the facts of the terri- 
tory of Arizona, as to being created and 
organized by and under the government of 
the Confederate States of America. In 
the next year, 1863, on the Ath day of 
February, it appears that the con- 
gress of the United States, in session in 
Washington city, followed the congress 
of the Confederate States and passed “‘an 
act to establish and organize the territory 
of Arizona,’’ formerly a part of the ter- 
ritory of New Mexico. The name, as will 
be observed, is the same as that of the 
confederate territory. See the United 
States statutes-at-large, volume twelve, 
page 664, or Revised Statutes of the United 
States, edition of 1878. page 335. It appears 
in the above cited act of February 24. 1893, 
that the United States made the territory 
of Arizona of the western portion of New 
Mexico, by including al] that part ‘‘sit- 
uated west of a line running due south 
from the point where the southwest cor- 
ner of the territory of Colorado joins the 
northern boundary of the territory of New 
Mexico, to the southern boundary line of 
said territory of New Mexicon, and the 
same is hereby erected into a temporary 
government by the name of the territory 
of Arizona; provided, that nothing con- 
tained In the provisions of this act shall 
be construed to prohibit the congress of 
the United States from dividing said ter- 
ritory or changing its boundaries in such 
manner and at such time as it may deem 
proper; provided, further, that said gov- 
ernment shall be maintained and contin- 
ued until such time as the people residing 
in said territory shall, with. the consent 
of congress, form a state government, re- 
publican in form, as prescribed in the con- 
stitution of the United States, and anply 
for and obtain admission into the union 
as a state on an equal footing with the 
original states.’’ 

The second section of the act provides 
for appointment of officers and  pre- 
scribes duties as conferred by the act 
organizing the territorial government of 
New Mexico. 

The third section provides ‘‘that there 
shall neither be slavery nor involuntary 
servitude in the said territory, other- 
wise than in the punishment of crimes, 
whereof the parties shall have been duly 
convicted, and all acts and parts of 
acts, elther of congress or of the terri- 
tory of New Mexico, establishing, regu- 
lating, or in any way recognizing the 
relation of master and slave in said 
territory are hereby repealed.”’ Ap- 
proved February 24, 1863. 

It will be observed that there were then 
two.territories by the name of Arizona 
during the period of the civil war, the 
confederate Arizona being in the eastern 
part or division of New Mexico, and 
the United States Arizona being the 
western part of New Mexico. The 
Arizona of the confederate states was 
the first organized by that name. Of 
course, it ceased to exist as an organized 
territorial government when the confed- 
eracy went out of existence as a gov- 
ernment. It is of some interest to no- 
tice the special features of these two 
territorial governments with reference 
to slavery. 

The old citizens of the United States 
will recall to memory the great agita- 
tion of long time ago about the matter 
of slavery in the territories. These acts 
of the Confederate States and of the 
United States may be of some interest 
to students of history, who may desire 
to learn of the agitations of the old 
times. 

It will be noticed that both the acts 
which created the two Arizonas recite 
that they were to be temporary. When 
did the United States since then enact 
that the territory should be a permanent 
territorial government? True, the act 
says it shall be continued until the peo- 
ple residing therein, with consent of con- 
gress, form a state government. Have 
ever the people or congress moved in it? 

In this corection I, may mention the 
fact that the various school histories 
now in use in our schools and colleges 
do not give any notice or information 
at all about the facts of the organiza- 
tion of a territory of Arizona by the 
Confederate States of America, and yet 
the fact is as true as any other estab- 
lished act or fact concerning the con- 
federacy, and it is as much a part of the 
history of the confederacy and of the 
times of the civil war as any other item 
of history. The omission of such a fact 
of our history of the confederacy shows 
the defective system of our modern 
school histories, and it may also show 
the positive prejuilice or the inexcusable 
ignorance, or the ‘“‘cussed” carelessness 
of the so-called authors or scribblers of 
history. The real truth of history should 
be given of every important event. 

As the political parties are now on 
record favoring expansion and admis- 
sion of new states, let them also tell the 
truth of history and let them demand 
that the truth, the whole truth, and 
nothing but the truth shall be given to 
the children in our schools. Teach them 
in only true facts.

Matters of Interest Among the 
Colored People. 


The ministers of the the city are real- 
izing the great importance of interesting 
men in Christian work. Hence, the pas- 
tors of the city have given their earnest 
support to the work of the Young Men's 
Christian Association of colored men. 

They have realized the fact that in 
some way girls and women love to attend 
church and take part in the exercises; 
but not so with boys and men, and espe- 
clally the young men. Now the Young 
Men’s Christian Association will correct 
this particular evil, and we must admit 
it is no small one. The young men them- 
selves are row awaking to the sense of 
their duty; each man is beginning to learn 
the solemin truth that he 1s his brother's 
keeper; that he is responsible for the life 
and condition of his neighbor. There is 
a general revival in the work since en- 
tering the new hall at 49% Peachtree 
street, third floor. There has been an in- 
crease in attendance every Sunday, and 
the meecings have been full of the spimt. 

Last Sunday a large crowd of men gath- 
ered to hear Dr. Taylor, who, however, 
was unavoidably detained. But Rev. J. 
A. Rush, pastor of Loyd street Methodist 
Episcopal church, was present, and de- 
livered an able address on ‘“Men.” It 
was inspiring and full of truth. He said: 
“The Bible is filled with the names and 
deeds of men. It ig a Moses, a Joshua, 4 
Sampson, a Mathew, a James and a John 
—all men; men that were men in ail 
the term signifies; men that brood, deep, 
high and spiritual giants.’’ 

Would that such men lived today; but 
with all of our boasted progress in civili- 
zation, science, art, general education and 
Christianity, the strongest of our men, 
spiritually, are mere figures when com- 
pared with the great spiritual giants of the 
days that are gone. Christ turned water 
to wine, opened the eyes of the biind, 
caused the lame to walk, commanded the 
devil to come out of the maniac, made the 
deaf to hear, and said to the dead, arise, 
and He was obeyed.

KILLED HIM WITH BUCKSHOT. 


Murder of James Jolly, a Farmer, 
Near Birchwood, Tenn. 


Chattanooga, Tenn., July 30.—(Special.)—

noon, on the Tennessee river near Biarch- 
wood, by William Shaw. Both were 
farmers and quarreled over some trivial 
matter, after which Shaw went home, 
procured a shotgun, loaded it with buck- 
shot and emptied both barrels into Jolly's 
body, killing him instantly.

County Policeman Oliver went to the 
ecene and he succeeded, by talking qufet- 
ly to Mrs. Adams and gradually approach- 
ing nearer to her. to get the ax. She 
was taken In custody and kept at East 
Point unti] yesterday, when she was 
brought to Atlanta and placed in the 
Tower by County Policeman Wright. 

The three children were left in the cus- 
tody of.

Mrs. Adams was, before her marriage, 
Miss Rosa Ratteree, She is about twen- 
ty-four years of age and a brunette of 
remarkable bevuty.

Atlanta Man Wanted by Three Different 
Officials, 


A VERY EXCITING CHASE 


Governor Longino Put in the First 
Claim, but Lost His Man. 


KLINE 1S CHARGED WITH SWINDLING 


A. L. Kline Must Answer the Same 
Charge in Three Different Courts 
Now He Is Caught. 


A three-cornered chase between the 
sheriffs of Floyd and Carroll counties 
with Governor Longino, of Mississippi, 
and added entry, was precipitated yester- 
day morning, the object being the arrest 
and detention of A. L. Kline, a traveling 
man of this city, who is badly wanted 
by all three officials on the:charge of 
cheating and swindling. The race for 
Kline ended in the vurder named, the 
sheriff of Floyd county securing his man: 
the sheriff of Carroll having the next 
claim upon him, while Governor Longino, 
having failed to show, must wait until the 
two Georgia courts are satisfied. 

Governor Candler was the medium 
through which the contest was carried on 
and for a few hours the wires radiating 
in the direction of Rome, Carrollton and 
Jackson, Miss., were nept hot. 

A. L, Kline, of Atlanta, is a young man 
barely of age, who was formerly employ- 
ed as a traveling salesman by a Baltimore 
firm. The charge against him, which 
comes from al] three places mentioned, 
is that of passing bogus checks on his 
firm. It is alleged that in Floyd county 
he tendered a check for $100 in payment 
for his hotel bill. The alleged Mississippi 
check was for $80 and the Carroll check 
for $50, 

On last: Friday Governor Candler re- 
ceived a telegram from Governor Longino 
announcing that he had forwarded by 
mail a requisition for the arrest of Kline 
and notifying him that he could be ap- 
prehended at Rome, Ga. Nothing more 
was heard from the case unti] early yes- 
terday morning, when with the arrival of 
the requisition from Mississippi came a 
request from the sheriff: of Carroll and a 
personal representative of the sheriff of 
Floyd, all urging a prior claim to Kline’s 
presence, 

Sunday afternoon the sheriff of Floyd 

county laid his case before the Atlanta 
police department, accompanying it with 
a reward of $25 offerea for the man’s ar- 
rest. The request and the reward had 
the desired effect, for yesterday morning 
while Governor Candler was looking over 
the Mississippi papers and the Carrollton 
telegram, the representative of the Floyd 
county sheriff knocked at the door and 
notified the chief executive that Kline 
had already been arrested and at that 
time was on his way back to Rome. 
Governor Cané%r in the meantime—upon 
the arrival of the requisition—had tele- 
graphed to Rome for the apprehension 
of Kline, stating that the man was want- 
ed both in Mississippi and Carroll coun- 
ty, Georgia. 
‘A number of the friends of A. L. Kline, 
hearing of the efforts being made for his 
arrest. called to see the governor yester- 
day, expressing surprise and declaring 
their belief that there was some mistake 
and that young Kline would certainly 
clear the matter up to the satisfaction of 
ali concerned. 


GOVERNOR ISSUES REQUISITION 


Chief Executive of South Carolina 
Asked To Apprehend Fugitive. 


Governor Candler -issued a requisition 
yesterday on the governor of South Car- 
olina for the arrest of a farm hand for- 
merly in the employ of R. A. Hutchins, of 
Elbert county, and also for the man who 
is responsible for the departure of the 
employee. Under the law of the state, the 
act of enticing away a laborer by undue 
influence constitutes a crime, and this is 
the charge brought against the person in 
South Carolina. ) 

It is very seldom that such a chdrge is 
brcught in the courts of Georgia, and yes- 
terday was the first time Governor Cand- 
ler has had occasion to issue such a requi- 

ition. 
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With the possible exception of ‘The 
Magistrate,”’ ‘‘Pink Dominoes’’ is_ the 
best and most thoroughly enjoyable com- 
édy the stock company has produced this 
season. In fact, there were many in last

In point of general con- 
struction and the arrangement of situ 


ations “Pink Dominoés” is superior to

satisfactory. In bright sayings and epi- 
gramatic lines, however, it is nothing 
like so prolific. 

This slight comparison, which may 
seem out of place, is only made because 
Pinero’s play indicated the high water 
mark of the season’s engagement and is 
still the source of the most pleasant mem- 
ortes. 

“Pink Dominoes” borders slightly on 
the risque at times, but there is nothing 
really suggestive in its lines—simply 4 
few dashes of tobasco in the situations 
that serve as a seasoning to Its flavor, 
and are not sufficient to hurt the most 
sensitive palate. The management hesi- 
tated for some time before trying it on 
Atlanta. but if continuous and hearty 
laughter is to be taken as any indication 
of approval, this hesitancy was unnec- 
essary. 

Aside from the cleverness of the play 
itself, the presentation was conspicuous- 
ly superior to the average first night per- 
formance, which in the majority of cases, 
have been very ragged. Each member of 
the cast knew his lines perfectly, and the 
play ran with exceptional smoothness. 
The majority of the characters have am- 
ple opportunity and few of the cast were 
burdened with thinking parts. 

The plot of ‘‘Pink Dominoes” is so well 
known as to make a resume unnecessary. 
Each member of the company did such 
excellent work that, in this instance, 
general praise is the fairest praise.

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“The Southern, the West Point and the 
Louisville and Nashville are preparing 
to put in camplete mew equipment on 
trains Nos. 35 and 36 on the Southern, 
operating between New York and New 
Orleans. These trains are known as the 
United States fast mail, 

The Pullman company has just com- 
pleted six tvestibuled coaches for the 
Southern. to be used on this train. The 
West Point and the Louisville and Nash- 
ville will each contribute four cars to the 
equipment of the trains, 


Tha Santa Fe people have decided to 
appoint no successor to C. A. Higgins, 
who for some. years had been assistant 
éeneral passenger agent of those lines. 


The plan ‘of handling trains by tele- 
phone is meeting with approval to an ex- 
tent that has not been looked for, and 
not only tke Baltimore and Ohio, but 
other important systems are experiment- 
ing in that direction and to such an ex- 
tent as to give telegraphers some uneasi- 
ness. The new method thus far has been 
Quite successful. ‘The adoption of the 
System,’ says an official, ‘“‘means a deal 
to the railroad company and is most dis- 
tinctly a step in advance. We will be able 
to equip out offices with trained em- 
ployees—men who have been in the train 
Service and who are familiar with the 
operation of a railroad from long prac- 
tical experience. We have, and so have 
all roads, trainmen who have become in- 
jured while on duty, who are not able to 
do heavy work or who have lost one or 
more limbs. Their minds are as bright 
as ever and their knowledge of railroad- 
ing unimpaired. It stands to reason that 
these men can better meet the emergen- 
cles that confront an operator than a 
young and inexperienced person who 
holds the position because of ‘a knowledge 
of telegraphy. Take an old engineer who 
has roughed it for years. He knows the 
whistle of every locomotive on his divi- 
sion, how long it takes to zo from one 
Station to another and a thousand and 
one details that eminently fit him for a 
tower operator. His experience will be of 
benefit to the company, and he will have 
employment suited to his capabilities and 
will not have to waste the information 
gathered during years of running on the 
road. It strikes me that the telephone 
will come into very general use for this 
purpose and give employment to disabled 
engineers, conductors, firemen, brake- 
men, baggagemen, etc.”’ 


In deciding to discontinue the payment 
of commissions to tourist agencies after 
this year the western presidents have 
Struck a vital blow to these agencies, 
which have grown up under the fostering 
care of railroads, Their average commis- 
sion has ‘been 5 per cent, and if it is true, 
as has been stated, that Cooks’ agency 
alone sold 7,000,000 tickets last year it can 
be readily understood what a profitable 
thing these institutions have had. 


A person who drops anything from a 
moving train ordinarily says -““goodby”’ 
to it, but a noteworthy exception was 
recently observed on the Burlington rail- 
road. A pocketbook containing $109.25, a 
gold ring, four rubies and other valuables 
was lost by a passenger on the St. Louis- 
Portland express. Just where was not 
known, and the train was advancing fifty 
miles an hour. From the first stop the 
loss was wired to Superintendent Phelan 
at Alliance, Neb., whd immediately sent 
‘out a searching party. The pocketbook 
and jewels were found near the track, 
three miles from Whitman, in as good 
condition as when lost. They were re- 


turned to the surprised owner the next 


day. 


The July number of the Book of the 
Royal Blue, which is publshed regularly 
every month by the Baltimore and Ohio, 
is especially interesting. It has been the 
custom to devote the July number every 
year to stories of the civil war, and the 
present number contains. a graphic de- 
scription of the battle of Antietam, illus- 
trated by photographs taken shortly after 
the battle, as well as photographs of more 
recent date. Particularly remarkable is 
the photograph used as a frontispiece, of 
President Lincoln interviewing General 
McClellan’ at Antietam in October, 1862, 
and the Burnside bridge, showing an 
army train crossing over it. These pho- 
tographs were loaned and published by 
permission of the war department, 


The trunk lines have adopted a new 
rule authorizing train conductors to deal 
with passengers having neither ticket 
nor pass, and who will not pay their 
fare, It reads as follows: ‘“‘Should any 
one be found on a train without proper 
transportation, such person should be re- 
quired to pay fare, and, in case of refusal, 
should be requésted to leave the train. 
If he refuses to leave the train peaceably 
he should be ejected by the conductor, 
only such force being used as is neces- 
sary for his removal, and in no case with 
unnecessary violence, harsh language, or 
display of ill temper.. The ejection must 
be made by the conductors as an act of 
legal duty, and only in a reasonable man- 
ner and at a proper place within station 
limits. It must-not be done in such 
weather or at such unreasonable hours of 
the night as might ordinarily endanger 
the health or safety of the person eject- 
ed, and the person ejected must not be 
a child, or a person of unsound mind, or 
one unable to take care of herself or him- 


self.”’

Sold af. Auction. 


F. |. STONE THE PURCHASER 


The Sale Conducted by Receiver 
George W. Parrott. 


PURCHASER TO OPERATE THE PLANT 


Many Manufacturing Concerns Sent 
Representatives to Sale—Only 
Two Bidders, However. 


In the presence of « large crowd of 
prospective purchasers, the Southern Ag- 
ricultural Works was sold at public out- 
ery yesterday morning, to F. I. Stone, 
who is local agent for iron and steel 
concerns and president of the Elizabeth 
Cotton mills. The price wag $33,500. 

The sale was conducted by Recelver 
George W. Parrott, and under the terms 
the purchaser has four months free use 
of-the premises. Mr, Stone complied with 
the order of the court requiring a certified 
check of $2,500 to accompany the bids. 

Several munufacturing concerns had 
representatives on the scene, but only two 
bidders were found, ang these were Mr. 
Stone and Frank Hawkins, Both men 
seemed anxious for the property and al- 
ternated in their bids, until it was finally 
knocked down to Mr. Stone. 

Attorney James R. Gray, representing 
Receiver Sims, of the T. G. Coffman es- 
tate, announced that certain things In the 
foundry belonged to the works in Macon, 
and were not included in the sale. The 
order of court, authorizing the sale, was 
read and the sale begun, 

The sale will be reported for confirma- 
tion, and as soon as it is confirmed the 
purchaser will take charge of the plant. 
It is probable the plant will be reopened 
and operated as formely, 

The involuntary bankruptcy proceédings 
in the case of the Southern Agricultural 
Works, the most important in the magni- 
tude of the interests involved of any case 
filed in’ the United States court in this 
city since the new bankruptcy law was 
passed by congress, and attended with 
sensational features, had their denounc- 
ment in the sale of the property involved 
for the benefit of the creditors, who were 
unwilling to hazard the operation of the 
big plow factory in the hope of making 
it pay out under the trusteeship. The 
amount received by the sale, added to the 
assets realized or to be realized, will go 
but a short way toward meeting the lia- 
bilities of the defunct corporation; but 
no creditor was optimistic enough to ex- 
pect anything better from the wind up. 
The allegations of the receiver, the refe- 
ree and the chief creditors that the con- 
cern was jooted and scuttled before it 
was thrown on the bankruptcy court 
played an important part in the proceed- 
ings. 

Two of the head officers and managers 
of the Southern Agricultural Works— 
Adolph Landauer and Edward G, Coffin— 
are under indictment by the grand jury 
of Fulten county; the former charged 
with cheating and swindling, and the lat- 
ter charged with embezziement. Both 
men are out of: reach of the arm of the 
state law, Presi@ent’Landauer being sup- 
posed to be at hfs’ former home in Mil- 
waukee, and Superfntendent Coffman in 
parts unknown, 

The closing down of the Southern Ag- 
ricultural Works was a bluw to Atlanta’s 
industria] interests,.and the rehabilitation 
and operation of the'plant by its purchas- 
er will be a matter of considerable im- 
portance.

CROPS ARE IN GREAT DANGER. 


Viceroy of India Takes Gloomy View 
of Situation, 

London, July 30—The following dis- 
patch from the viceroy of India, Lord 
Curzon of Kedleston, to the secretary of 
state for India, Lord, George Hamilton, 
was received today: ” 

“Considerable anxiety is felt owing to 
the weakness of the monsoon. The situ- 
ation is serious and critical in Gujarat, 
Baroda and Rajputana West. No fodder 
whatever is available in the southwest- 
ern part of the Punjab. Sown crops are 
in imminent danger, as rain continues to 
hold off. Fodder is scarce and cattle are 
dying in the central provinces of Therar 
and Hyderabad. Good crops are possible 
only in case the monsoon improves. 

“One-quarter of the inhabitants of the 
central provinces are on relief. The to- 
tal number receiving relief is 6,266,000 with 
incomplete Bombay figures.” 

The governor of Bombay telegraphs 
that there were 8,607 cholera cases in the 
famine district during the week ending 
July 2ist, of which 5,703 resulted fatally. 
In the native states there were 8,246 cases, 
5,710 proving fatal. 

The total deaths in the relief works of 
the British district were 6,753, or 4 2-5 per 
1,000, 

There has been a good rainfall in north 
Gujarat and Kathiawar and agricultural 
prospects are encouraging in the _ re- 
mainder of the affected tracts. 

The numbers on relief works are de- 
creasing and gratituous relief is increas- 


ing.

BEER AND A BOY 


Trial of William Walput, Charged 


With Selling to a Minor. 


UNIQUE FEATURES COME UP 


One Officer Asks Another Some Very 
Pertinent Questions. 


PREACHER WAS A WITNESS FOR WALPUT 


Acting Recorder Johnson Reconciles 
the Discrepancies in the Evi- 
dence and Dismisses Case. 


A case was made against William Wal- 
put last Thursday on the charge of sell- 
ing beer to a minor at his saloon on West 
Mitchell street. 

Walput was tried yesterday afternoon 
before Alderman Harvey Johnson, acting 
recorder. The affair proved of a very in- 
teresting nature, there being many little 
incidents of a decidedly rich flavor. 

A very unique feature of the trial was 
the fact that Rev. A. C, Ward,-pastor of 
the Fifth Baptist church and a very 
ardent prohibitionist, was a witness to 
prove what a very orderly saloon Walput 
kept. 

Officers Eddieman and Spratlin appeared 
as prosecutors. They stated that they 
caught a small negro boy with a buck»t 
of beer which he had bought from 


Walput. 

“The boy,’ stated the officers, “said he 
had no order for the beer. The woman 
who had sent him told us she had given 
the boy no crder, and Walput himself ad- 
mitted he had received no order, Walput 
said it was the first time he had ever 
done such a thing, and if we would let up 
on him he would not do so0 again.” 

Walput denied all of this, to the aston- 
ishment of the policemen. 

The boy denied that he had said he had 
no order, and swore that he did have an 
‘order, 

The woman said she did not give the 
boy an order, but another woman did so. 

Walput exhibited an order in court, and 
the officers showed the court that it was 
plain the date had been altered, 

Officer Chiles, who had formerly been 
on the beat where the saloon is located, 
testified to the good and lawful conduct. 
of Walput. 

Then Eddieman asked him some very 
Suggestive questions, which were: 

“Mr. Chiles, did youeever know of Wal- 
put allowing negro women to drink beer 
in his place of business?” 

“Yes, I have seen won:en drinking beer 
in a rear room.” 

“Was that against the law?’ urged Ed- 
dleman. 

“Yes,” was the reply, “but I think it 
lies within the discretion of the officer 
about making such cases.”’ 

‘You think an officer can use his discre- 
tion about making an arrest when the 
law is violated?” Eddleman asked. 

‘Yes, that is what I believe,’’ 
Chiles. 

Rev, A. C. Ward testified that he passed 
Walput’s saloon every day, and he always 
found it a very orderly place. 

“Now understand,” said the minister, “? 
do not say that any of these places are 
reputable, but I think Walput’s comes 
nearer being reputable than any I have 
ever seen.”’ | 

Walput explained that he knew nothing 
about the date of the order for the beer 
having been changed. 

“I Know that I never sell any beer to 
minors without orders,’’ stated the de- 
fendant.- “I Keep as orderly a place as 
possible, and my neighbors all say that l 
am law-abiding. In this particular case I 
had an order.” 

Alderman Johnson announced that ke 
was ready to render a decision. He said: 

“If there was a clean-cut case before

New York, July 30.—The stock market con- 
tinued very dull and professional today, but 
the fleld of activity broadened out somewhat 
so as to include more stocks than in the deal- 
ings during the latter part of last week. The 
added life to the trading was on the selling 
side, and in-roads were made upon values ‘at 
points that held remarkably firm up to this 
time. Sugar and Brooklyn Rapid Transit were 
the leaders in point of activity and weak- 
ness, but a number of other specialties came 
forward into a fair degree of prominence. It 
was still a market of specialties, and rall- 
roads were relatively in the background.

Chicago, July 30.—An apparent revival of the 
export demand for American wheat pulled that 
market out of the slough of lower cables and 
favorable northwest weather today, the Sep- 
tember option closing but a shade lower though 
selling at one time at a decline of %c. Corn was 
fairly strong on small country acceptances and 
closed %c higher. Oats were weak on liqui- 
dation and declined %c. Provisions showed but 
little change, closing strong. 

Wheat was weak at the opening on Liver- 
pool cables, which showed a decided slump in 
prices in that market, while reports from the 
norwest told of more _ favorable weather. 
Though selling pressure was not particularly 
heavy, it was sufficient to send prices to a 
point %c lower than Saturday’s closing figures 
in the first hour’s trading.

Prisoner Makes Furious Assault on an 
Officer, | 


TURNKEY WAS OVERPOWERED 


Negro Janitor’s Accidental and Time- 
ly Rescue. 


EXCITING SCENE IN CITY PRISON 


R. A. Frazier, a Shoemaker, While 
Wild from Drink, Assaults Turn- 
key Phillips af Police Barracks. 


The turnkey at the police barracks was 
attacked last night by an infuriated white 
prisoner, who was a madman from the 
effects of drink, and but for the timely 
assistance of « janitor, the turnkey would 
have been roughly handled if not kilied 
before the flerce combat had ended. 

Turnkey Phillips wag on duty and he 
had been working hard for hours hand- 
ling a large number of unruly prisoners. 
Not for many a night had there been so 
many drunken whitesmen taken to the 
police barracks, and, wh«t seemed to be 
remarkable, nearly every man carried 
there drunk was ready to fight like a de- 
mon. 

The cells were getting crowded and in 
order to make room for. the new-comers 
scme of those who had b3en In cells a 
sufficient time for them to have sobere4 
up were allowed to remain in the side 
corridor. 

Among those turned into the corridor 
was R. A. Frazier, a gshoemsker, a very 
powerful man and one who had teen 
drinking heavily. 

In the rush, Turnkey’ Philllp: only no- 
t'ced that Frazier was calm and orderly 
aré appeared to be sober. Several times 
Frazier annoyed the turnkey when new 
arrivals entered the prison, and finally the 
prisoner was told !f he did not behave 
h'mself he would have to go back into a 
cell. 

At this Frazier became angry and de- 
fied the turnkey to lock him uP. 

The officer took hold of the 2risoner and 
then the scuffle began. 

The turnkey found that he could not cet 
out his billv as he had te use oth hands 
to hold his antagonist, Te had not ex- 
pected such a quick onslaught and was 
not prepared for it. 

Furious Fight Begins. 

The fight became fast and ‘furious. 
Turnkey Phillips is a man of about fifty 
years of age. The prisoner is about forty 
and a great deal heavier than Phillips. 
It was an unequal contest of strength 
and the officer went down with the pris- 
over, now a madman in his rage, on top, 

The turnkey still struggled and this 
prevented the madman from carrying out 
his purpose of securing the club and 
pistol on the officer’s person. If Frazier 
had once secured either weapon the re- 
sult woulda have been doubtful, 

Just at this time the janitor, Adam 
Woodward, passed the corridor and hear- 
ing a noise of the scuffling looked in und 
beheld the fight. He rushed into the cor- 
ridor and catching hold of the prisoner 
jerked him away. ‘The turnkey thus re- 
leased sprang to his feet. 

Frazier shook him@élf loose and ad- 
vanced upon the turnkey again, Phillips 
was ready for him ttis time and when 
the prisoner closed in wpon ‘him he planted 
a blow on his head with his bilHe. The 
janitor caught hold of Frazier again, and 
by the united strength of both the turn- 
key and janitor, and it was about all they 
could do, Frazier was east into a cell 
and the door locked, 

An Accidental Rescue. 

The timely arrival of the janitor was 
an accident and his being able to get into 
the corridor to assist the overpowered 
turnkey was a chance, for the corridor 
door is rarely ever left open. 

The turnkey usually, locks all doors he- 
hind him anda it was only because of the 
rush last night and the large number 
of arrests that were being made that he 
left the door of the corridor open. Other- 
wise he would have been completely at 
the mercy of the strong and angered 
prisoner. 


After being placed in a cell, Frazier 


cursed the officer for hours, vowing to kill 
him at the first opportunity. 

The station sergeant reports that when 
Frazier was arrested he had a pair of 
brass knucks in hig pocket concealed. 
Besides being prosecuted for being drunk 
and acting disorderly in the city prison 
he will be prosecuted in the state courts 
for carrying the concealed weapon.
